A NEW RELIGION WANTED.

The following interesting .remarks 
have been addressed by a correspond -

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A FEW WORDS ON PRIESTHOOD. 
| | 0 — 

Tu Apostle Paul, in his epistle to the Corinthians, said, Now are ye the 
body of Christ, and members in particular; and God hath set some in the 
Church, first: Apostles, secondarily Prophets, thirdly Teachers, after that 
‘miracles, then gifts of healings, helps, governments, diversities of tongues.” 
The same Apostle in his epistle to the Ephesians, also said, And he gave 
some, Apostles; and some, Prophets; and some, Evangelists ; and some, 
Pastors and Teachers; for the edifying of the body of Christ, till we all come | 
in the unity of the faith, and of the knowledge of the Son of God, untoa 
perfect man, unto the measure of the stature of the fullness of Christ ; that we 
henceforth be no more children, tossed to and fro, and carried about with 
every wind of doctrine, by the sleight of men, and cunning craftiness, and 
whereby they lie in wait to deceive.” Ooming from such a source, this doo- 
trine, relating to the order of God's government on the earth, must be ac- 
cepted as correct and being in accordance with the character of God's eternal 
Priesthood in the heavens. Paul is a recognized authority on this as on all 
other subjects relating to the Gospel, and if we acknowledge him as an Apostle 
of Jesus and his teachings as conclusive evidence in favor of the doctrines 
appertaining to the plan of salvation, we are necessarily compelled to apply 
his teachings to our own ciroumstances equally as much as were the Corinth- 
ians and Ephesians. He taught those churches of primitive Christianity the 
true order of Priesthood, and we have no reason to believe that any other 
order was established in that day. There were the Twelve Apostles, to whom 
Jesus committed the power and authority he himself held and. exercised, that 
“when he should be no longer with them, the disciples and all others who might 
thereafter believe in the Gospel, might enjoy the same blessings as they did 


when he was among them. That He might have assistance in the work of the 


ministry while with them, and to prepare other men to carry on the work he 
had inaugurated, after he had taken his departure, Jesus, on a certain occa- 
sion, went into a mountain and called unto him whom he would,” and he 
‘ordained twelve, that they shold be with him, and that he might send them 
forth to preach, and to have power to heal sicknesses, and to cast out devils,” 
The Apostle Matthew informs us that Jesus called together the Twelve, say- 
ing, And as ye go, preach, saying, The kingdom of heaven is at band; heal 
the sick, cleanse the lepers, raise the dead, cast out devils ; freely ye have 
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received, freely give.” To the Apostle Peter he gave an especial commission, 
to act as the Lord's chief Apostle on the earth, for, said Jesus, I will give 
‘unto thee the keys of the kingdom of heaven : and whatsoever thou shalt bind 
on earth shall be bound in heaven, and whatsoever thou shalt loose on earth 
shall be loosed in heaven.” This same authority to bind and loose on earth 
that it might be bound and loosed in heaven — was given to the Twelve Apostles 
as the highest order of Priesthood on the earth, with Peter as the chief, he 
having been called and ordained first. After the Savior's resurrection, the 
Apostles were again reminded by him of their high calling, and commanded 
to go into all the world and preach. They were authorized to give to others 
as freely of the fruits of the Gospel, as they themselves had received. They 
had been baptized and their sins were remitted, and the same ordinance.and 
blensing were to be given, likewise, to every creature who might believe. 
Signs had followed them, and they were required to confer upon all others 
_ who would believe and otherwise ‘conform to the ordinances of the Gospel, the 
Holy Spirit, by which the signs enumerated by Jesus might be witnessed by 
them also. When the Apostles wers assembled, with doors shut for fear of the 
Jews, and after Mary had seen him at the sepulehre, Jesus appeared in their 
midst, and said unto them, As my Father hath sent me, even so send I 
you.” He then breathed on them and said, Receive ye the Holy Ghost 
whose soever sins ye remit, they are e unto them; and whose soever 
sins ye retain, they are retained.” . 
After Jesus had taken his departure from among his Apedtion, the latter 
were left to continue the work of salvation, in preaching, baptizing, confers. 
ring on believers the Holy Spirit and ordaining others to assist in the ministry. 
We do not read of any of the Apostles assuming any authority not given to 
them: by Jesus, or that they changed in any. way whatever the order of Church 
government, or Priesthood, that He had established, or introduced any new 
doctrine, ordinance, or system which Jesus and the Prophets who had preceded _ 
him had not themsélves preached. The primitive Church retained its sacred 
and legitimate authority, with its officers, helps, gifts and blessings, and it was 
not until the Apostles were destroyed and others Lad assumed undue autho- 
rity, and false-doctrines were in consequence introduced in the various churches 
of Christianity, that the keys of the Priesthood, and the gifts aad blessings of 
the Holy Spirit were lost. 
. Te redeem, save and exalt mankind-—to everything to its original 
and perfect order, as well as to perform for the dead what they cannot do for 
themselves, the Priesthood has been again established on the earth, through! 
the instrumentality of Joseph Smith. A great and glorious work has to be 
accomplished in this’ dispensation, —the fulfillment of all that has been spoken 
by the mouths of God’s Prophets in every age of revelation,—the perfecting 
of His purposes,—that the times of the restitution of all things, both in heaven 
and on the earth, shall be brought abont. A grand system of co-operation 
between the heavens and the earth has been established in this dispensation, 
an order that the work of our heavenly Father can be successfully accomplished. 
The Priesthood in the heavens is operating to this end, in conjunction with 
the Priesthood called to act on the earth, and by this union ail things per- 
taining to the great Work which God has in view will be made perfect. In 
onder that the Priesthood on the earth can successfully accomplish its work, 
it shoald harmonize in all its aims and bearings, that all its members in their

offices, involving different degrees of ‘power and responsibility. All parts of 


the Priesthood are required to act in unison, or the body (Church) of Christ 
is imperfect in its organization. All men holding the Priesthood, or avy 
portion of it, should be humble and prayerful, aud seek to use it for the bene- 
fit of the Cause they represent. It is not given to them that their vanity 
might be gratified, or that they might exercise undue and despotic influence 
over their brethren and sisters. The possession of the holy Priesthood gives 
to men influence and power among their fellows, and it should be used to 
bless and benefit the latter as well as themselves. Its contrary. use will in- 
volve serious consequences on them,—instead of blessing and exalting them, 
it will condemn them and deprive them of eternal glory in our Father’s king- 
dom. A man holding this heavenly agency, or power, ought to be constantly 
filled with the Holy Spirit, that he may always be able to act, teach and set 
in order the things of the kingdom of God, according to the extent of his call- 
ing and sphere, in a just and proper manner. The Melchisedek Priesthood 
gives to a man the power to preside, as well as to preach the Word, and other- 
wise act in the Church of God, and when properly appointed to do se, he has 
need of wisdom and judgment which should be exercised under the direct con- 
trol of the Spirit. Presidents of Conferences and Branches have the temporal 
as well as the spiritual welfare of the Saints, to a great extent, in their hands. 
If they were at all times to guide and instruct the people by human wisdom, 
without the aid of the Spirit, their positions would be of little material service 
to those over whom they are called to preside, for the latter, or at least most 
of them, could just as well decide for themselves in all temporal maiters as 
perhaps others could do for them. Men of faith and integrity, and who have 
the power of their Priesthood resting upon them, aud who are themselves 
guided by the Spirit of God, which is immediate e se are such as honed 
. qualified to preside over Branches and Conferences. 

It is the duty of the President of a Branch to honor his calling and to 10 
dictated by him or those placed over the Conference in which his Branch is 
located, as much as it is the duty of the President of the Conference to be sub- 
ject to the counsel and direction of the President of the Mission. In all im- 
portant matters it is judicious and proper that the Branch President should 
seek the advice of his President, and, even in many apparently unimportant 


matters, such advice should be sought after, for out of small matters larger : 


ones may spring. We heard recently of a Branch President having exeom- 
municated a person from the followship of the Church, because the latter had 
attended a Temperance Society meeting, without any. other apparent cause, 
and without having previously notified the person of any contemplated action 
in the case. If this Branch President had sought the counsel of the President 
of the Conference, he might have been directed to pursue a course far differ- 
ent to the unwise one he had adopted, and thereby have saved himself the 
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his action. There i is 8 in the Priesthood, and those ‘holding it, whether Aa 
Presidents, Elders, Priests, Teachers, or Deacons, ought to be exceedingly 
‘cautious in all their measures and movements. They should be wise and dis- 
greet, | full of charity and mercy, but ever ready to correct evil and remove
